There 
were some who were claiming that 
they would be nominated who re- 
ceived bat few votes^ othera were 
agreeably surprised by , getting more 
votes than they were expecting. The 
election throughout the county was 
orderly, no dtoturbance at any pre- 
cinct over the vote. The shooting at 
GlenVille, menticmed elsewhere, in 
this paper, did not grow out of the 
election. We will not undertake to 
give a tabulated vote, but will give 
the names of those who were nom- 
inated and cloae to the majority re- 
ceived.

Clyde Crenshaw, Democrat, waa 
nominated for Sheriff, his majority be- 
ing little lesa than aoo. C. G Jeffries 
was nominated for Jailer by the Dem- 
ocrats. He carried twelve out of the 
fifteen pieeincti, and two out of the 
three that voted agalnat him, ho loot 
by one vote eacli. He loot Grady villo 
by about thirty \ptea. 

P. P. Dunbar, Domoeratle eandi- 
date for Assessor, ^raa nomlaitad hgr a 
large majority. 

Ndah Loy, DemoeraUe 
for School Superintendent, 
inatad by over 100 votea. ^ 

The Democrats had no candidate 
for Representative. Dr. W. S Tay- 
lor and Jo Huddleston, both of Cum- 
berland county, were itofora the voten 
of their party. Huddleston carried 
Adair by over four hundred votes and 
Cumberland oonnty bf nearly flva ban- 
dred. His majority la data te one 
thousand. 

Walter ^Uwlalr waa nominated by 
the Republicans for County Judge. 
He received 871 votes; G. T. Herri- 
ford 674; B. L. Sfamialr 210. , 

S. C. Neat, T. A. b'urkin, J N. 
Squires and L. Y. Gabbert, were the 
Republican caadidatoa for eounty 
clerk. Neat received 1138 votes; Fur- 
kin, 424; Quires 129; Gabbert 47, mak- 
ing Neat'a majority over hto leading 
opponent, Furkin, 714. Cortez San- 
den was nominated by the Bepubli- 
cana for Sheriff. He piriied e74 votes; 
Nell, 56<; Patteson, 439. There were 
seven Bopublicfn candidates for jailer. 

A. W. Tartw and F. W. Miller were 
the foremost aspirants; Tarter re- 
ceivee 705. votes; Miller 696. ^henext 
higheot ^ J. & Wooten, who polled 
170 votes The other candidates 
polled as foltows: John Thurman. 66; 
G. W. OoWna, A Bortoi^ 26; T. G. 
Rasner, 15. L. H. Jones was nominat- 
ed by the Bepulp^icans for Assessor.

Surgery and medicine did not 
come into use on the battlefields 
before the lant decade of the 18th 
ceotnry. Before that time 
wconded aokUera were either 
carried to the rear by their com- 
rades or leit unattended to and 
exposed until the fighting was 
over. Surgical aiiiitaDee did 
not reaeb the battleiieid mitUthe 
day after the engagement or 
even later, and for many of the 
wounded it was then too late. 

Id 1792 Barm Dominiqae Jean 
Larrey, of the French army, in- 
troduced his system of "ambu- 
lance volantes, " or flying field 
hospitals, capable of moving rap- 
idly from place to place. Iliey 
gave primary snrKical treatment 
and removed the wounded quick- 
ly from the field. Napoleon 
warmly supported Larrey, and 
the ayatem was quickly brought 
to a high atite of effideney in 
the Grand Army. 

The actual founder of the Red 
Cross society was Jean lienn Du- 
nant, a philanthrofNC citizen of 
Geneva, Switzerland. On June 
14. 1859, he chanced to be pres 
ent at the battle of Solferino and 
wes an eye witness to the vast 
amounC of unneeeeeary suffering 
that resulted from the inability 
of the regular surgical corps for 
the thousands of wounded who 
lay upon the field. Three years 
later he publwhed a book on his 
experiences at Solferino and ad- 
vocated an international conven 
tion to provide for the aiding of 
the wounded in war. This con 
ventaoD. which took iriaee at Ge- 
neva in 1863, neutralized the sur- 
gical corps of hostile armies and 
volunteer socities caring for the 
wounded As a compliment to 
Switserland the Swiss flag In re- 
versed colors, i. e.. a red cross on 
a white field, was to be adopted 
universally and worn on arm 
bands by all members of the neu- 
tral staffs. Geneva haa been 
since that ttee the headquarters 
of the International Red Cross 
society. — P r o m " Switzerland, 
the Good Samaritan," by Marie 
Widmer, in the American Review 
of Reviews for August 1917.

A ijUm far Some Nis^Tdflarf 
Work. 

It seems to me, thinking the 
matter oVier, that we farmers 
have not been duly appreciative 

of some of the efforts made in 
our behalf. We have been con- 
tent to take without jgriving in too 
nuny instances. There is the 
matter of advice* fmr example; 
we have just been going about 
taking advice by the cartload 
from everybody in general and 
giving practically none in return. 

This is not right It is time 
for us to change our habits and 
begin to repay some of the vast 
amount tlut has been so freely 
bestowed upon us. I think, too, 
that I have founds good place to 
begin. It is with the railroads 
Even the metropolitan news- 
papers are beginninR to realize 
that the *'food shortage" of die 
cities ^ not due to any actual 
scarcity of stuff to eat, but to the 
inefiiciency of the systems of 
transportation and distribution. 
There is plenty of food if it could 
be distributed where needed. It 
is not distribotpd because of a 
scarcity of frei«fht cars. There 
is a scarcity of freight cars sim- 
ply because the, traffic managers 
of the railroads have not yet 
learned bow to keep freight cars 
moving. The averajje freight 
car is said to spend more time 
standinar on the siding than mov- 
ing from place to place. It has 
been made a warehouse rather 
than a vehicle of tran.sportation. 
In the course of a year its actual 
traveling speed p«r hour is just 
about that ot a fast walkins 
horse. 

The railroad men have been 
clamoring for higher freight 
ratea so that they could get more 
money to buy more freight cars, 
but they are letting the cars tbey 
have loaf half tUeir time. If the 
fanner waa aa much a slacker as 
the frei^t ear, there would/, be 
sure enough trouble. 

It is time for us farmers to do 
something. We should at once 
send "experts" to tell the trafiiic 
men of the raihroada how . to get 
more service out of their freight 
cars, how to speed up their dis 
tribution of food products. It 
would be but a fit return for all 
they have done for us. 

So I herewith offer my services 
at any reasonable salary, to any 
organization of farmers that feel 
disposed to pay the good advice 
the railroads have been so foeely 
offering farmers for the past few 
years. I do not claim to know 
exactly wnat these traffic man 
agers should do to help things; 
but that need be no drawback 
I know that something ought to 
be done, and that )s about the 
extent of the knowledge possess- 
ed by some of the "experts" 
they have turned loose on us.-

Some people think this world 
is big enough to hold anything. 
It is not Any numb«r of Uiings 
could be mentioned which it has 
not ro<im for. Certainly it is not 
big enough to hold the nation the 
United States of America aspires 
to be and the nation the German 
Empire aspires to be. 

This nation is, as Lincoln said, 
a republic dedicated to the prop- 
osition that all men are free and 
equal. Despite all ita failures 
and shortcomings it aspires to 
develop along these lines — to be- 
come a more democratic nation 
as it becomes a greater nation; 
to lead other natkma; tqr the 
force of its example, to become 
free and strong and self-sustain- 
ing. With all its record ot wars 
and conflicts, its ideal is peace. 
The one Hiing it vakiea oaore 
than peace is justice. 

The German Empire is the last 
great stronghold of the doctrine 
of "divine rights," of the bdief 
that some men are i^>pointed by 
God to rule over the rest of man- 
kind.

';orn stalks to best advantage the 
corn has to be cut and shocked 
and let stand until cured when 
the ears are removed and the 
remainder is shredded and put 
in the barn, is stacked or fed to 
the stock from the shocks. As 
this is a new practice for most 
of as it will have to be begun on 
a small scale until the art is 
learned. Corn that is cut early 
while the weather is hot must be 
pretty ripe. In the hot eKmate 
of the South probably not more 
than a third to a fourth of the 
blades shiuld still be green. It 
is an advantage to start the 
shock and cut on one itAt mtil 
the whole field Ifas b^ gooa 
over in this way. .Then the 
corn on the other side of the 
shock ia cut and it is finished. 
This allowa the Uadea dry o«t 
inside the shock. Just before 
frost the corn can be cut some- 
what greener as the weather is 
cooler. It ia the warm moist 
weather that frequently \ occurs 
in September and early October 
that spoils the corn so badly.—

Overfeeding is, perhaps, the 
most frequent cause of diarrhea 
in babies, especially in the arti- 
ficially fed. Mothers wish their 
babies to gain in weight and 
want them to grow rapidly, and 
in their enthusiasm often over- 
tax the baby's digestive power. 
A food tiutt is too-rich, or ooe of 
proper strength but given in 
amounts too large or given too 
frequently, may produce diarr- 
nea. It is not safe to feed the 
babf whawver he ariaa, for he 
may cry because he has already 
had too much food. Nor is it 
safe to give the baby all the food 
he will take, for moat infants 
will take toon than ia good for 
them, and then will follow indi- 
gestion, diarrhea and, perhaps, 
death. If it becomes necessary 
to wean the. babylland give arti- 
cial fbodr— and this should be 
done on the advice of a compe- 
tent physician— the kind of arti- 
cial food, its composition, prep- 
aration uid eare should be di- 
rected by some one who knows, 
which should have their food at 
regular intervals and in definite 
amounts, determined by the age 
of die baby, its capacity for di- 
Saatinfflta food properly, and 

other considerations of grsater 

or less importance. 

Fresh air and sunlight are 
among the greatest conservators 
of human life. This applies, es- 
pecially in infancy. The baby 
that sleep in an illy ventilated 
room where sunlight never en- 
ters will not thrive and is more 
easily made ill from slight caus- 
es, It is to the baby's advan- 
tage to take him outdoors as 
much as possible. In extremely 
hot weather let him have his 
airing e^irly in the morning and 
late in the afternoon, thus avoid- 
ing the depressing effects of the 
h^t of midday. His daily naps 
are beat taken In a wA, quiet 
place out of doors, if possible, at

eroded, and the best thing to 
plant on many steep slopes which 
are bound to wash away if con- 
tinned in eoltifntion, bat ochar 
plants are available. On thou- 
sands of acres Bermuda grass 
will be the best thing to plant. 
Thousands of smaller gullies can 
eertainlf be stopped, tone of 
thousands of acres too steep or 
too susceptible to washing for 
profitable cultivation can certain- 
ly be saved, by the planting of 
Bemrada. The Kndzu vine Saiso 
promises to be valuable for this 
purpose, and the planting of 
honeysuckles on many steep 
bankis is well worth while. 

The farmers who have these 
eroding lands should wake up to 

the folly of permitting such de- 
struction to continue and to the 
profits to be had from stopping 
it They should aet themaalvea 
to stop every gully thajr have, 
and, equally oimportant, to im- 
portant, to prevent the starting 
of any new ones. This means 
for the farmers of this part of 
West Tennessee that they must 
discontinue their present unwise 
and utterly indefensible policy 
of running the rows of their cul- 
tivated erops up and down hUl, 
Just such focrfish methodb as 
these are responsible for many 
of the waste acres now in their 
fields, and as long as they oon- 
tinoa to pkiw np ud down the

Sows Rye and Crlmsoa Uaver far 
Sheep. 

Ilive in. the ridge eoontry, 

where the grass is not first-class 
especially so in the late fall and 
early spring. To carry my sheep 
tiirouiii the yeisr aneeeasfully it 
is necessary to sow a pasture 
crop. For this purp)ose I use 
rye and crimson clover, sowing 
five pecks of rye and ten or 
twelve pounds of crimson clover 
per acre. I prepare the land in 
July or August when I can, and 
sow the seed from August 10 to 
September 15, I will sow as late 
asthe20tbor25ch if it is not 
possible to sow earlier. In this 
latter case I reduce the clover to 
about eight or ten pounds per 

acre and increase the rye to six 
pecks! I like to Imve good land 
for this mixture, and if I try tc 

manure this as fast as> I have 
any to put on it. As soon as I 
sow the seed I clean out all sta- 
bles and sfwead thia manure over 
the thin land aa faraa it will go. 
I keep this up as I have manure 
to put out, and the land can be 
run over until time to plow the 
crop imdsr in late April or May. 
The part I get manured early is 
practically sure to stand the win- 
ter, even if it is sown lata. 

If I get the clover sown early 
it is ready to pasture by the lat- 
ter part of 0<^ober and ia always 
ready to pasture fairly early in 
November. However, • I can 
keep my sheep on my meadows 
through September and October 
while the rams are with them 
and do not need the paature bad- 
ly until after Christmas, ordi- 
narily. However, I frequently 
turn on the rye and clover in 
November and Decemher for 
awhile. In January, February, 
March and April the pasture is 
fine and will carry the sheep and 
will carry the sheep and lambs 
through these months with the 
exception of some of the worst 
spells of our bad winters. I ac- 
count for much of my success 
with this pasture in that I either 
put it on my best land or manure 
as near all of it as I can.— R. M.
